The province of Isabella is about 
200 mile* Northeast of Manila. 

Gen. Funstoo. with the con- 
sent of Gen. McArthur, left Manila 
two weeks ago on his perilous ex-

Last January, from his head 
quarters in the province of Isabella 
Aguinaldo wrote letters condemn 
iny in the severest leriiis Ihesub 
chiefs who had taken the oath of 
allegiance to the Lluiu-d States, 
Later the Filipino President and 
Comcaander-io-cbief ordered the 
forces in Southern Luzon to join 
him at a rendezvous in Isabella 
provinec. The officers intrusted 
with these orders traitorously ne- 
gotiated with the Americans, and 
the bold scheme of Gen. Funstan 
was the out-come of the information 
gleaned from these officers. 

When all necessary information 
had been secured, the intrepid 
Kansan, in company with Surgeon 
Major Harris, Capt. Newton, Lieut. 
Mitchell, Lieut. Admire, six veteran 
scouts and a company of native 
scouts, all picked men, embarked 
ffU the Viclcsburg and were landed 
oa Hi remote beach above Baler.

Bailey Richards, manager of 
The Kichards Co.,the big dry goods 
establishment on the curuei of Main 
and Kighth streets, died in New 
York city last Tuesday at 6 o'clock 
, of an attack of acute gastri- 

Moiulay a telegram was re- 
d from Win. Taylor A; Son, 
proprietors of the St. Dennis Hotel, 
stating that bis conditio 
alarming and Mrs. Richards and 
her brother,I)r. R. F. McDaniel, at 
once started* for New York and 
were enroute when the further 
news was received the following 
morning. Mr. Richards had in 
tended to start home Sunday bu 
was taken ill just before his busi 
ness was concluded. He had bcei 
in New York several weeks buy 
ing spring goods. 

Mrs. Richards and her brothei 
arrived Wednesday and started on 
their return that night and 
reach home with the body at 9:45 
this morning. 

The funeral will take place from 
the Methodist Church at 2:30 this 
oa and the burial will take 
place in Hopewoll cemetery. 

Bailey Richards.as he was known 
to his friends, was one of tbe most 
progressive young business men of 
the city. He was born in Stewart 
county, Tenn., in 1862 and came to 
this city from Dover, in 1881, and 
b^ad his mercantile career as a 
salesman for K. W. Henderson 
Son. Later be held positions in 
other bouses and v^as book-keeper 
tor several years for C M. Latham. 

About ten years ago be bceaaac 
associated with the firm of Rich, 
ards, Xleia & Oft, which wa« sue* 
ceeded by the praaast boaac 
which he bad been the bead for two 
years, represooting the New York 
firm of H. B. Claflio &. Co. 

Starting in life without capital, 
be had always bad to labor under 
disadvantages, but had risen by 
his own exertions and popularity 
to a position of prominence and 
high standing in mercantile circles. 
He was universally popular and in 
business matters he had the fullest 
confidence of the public. 

Be was upright, honest and 
straightforward. Generous, kind- 
hearted and charitable io his deal- 
ings with those less fortuaate than 
himself. His business foresight was 
clear and correct and under favor- 
able circttoataaces he would bav.e 
become a taitcbly auccaaafal mcrcb* 
ant He posaeaaed a bright mind, 
quick perception and a coocentra' 
lion of purpose that made him a 
leader to whatever he undertook. 

His industry and indomitable en- 
ergy caused him to wreck his 
health in close application to his 
business and be was really ill 
when be wcot to New York, vgainst 
the advice ol bis friends, to buy 
spring goods. 

His death leaves a vacancy in the 
business circles of HopkiDsvillc- that 
cannot be filled. His individuality 
as so identified with the estab- 
lishment of which be was head, 
that it is doubtful if any attempt 
II be made to find a successor to 
Bailey Kichards. 

Mr. Kiclidids was iii.tiiied in 
1880 to Mi?u Sail ie McDuniel, who 
rvives hira. Near relatives are 
his father, Mr. A. C. Kichards, and 
a brother and sister who live here. 

He carried several thousand dol- 
lars of life insurance. The exuci 
amount is not yet known, as he look 
out a new policy last fall.

A pearl possessing a brilliant lus- 
tre 1-1 to shire f it.-i •!» ll a 
peaii looks like a peice of iM.iie or a 
white marble it has no lustre and 
hence has no value. By smcKith- 
DCss is meant the rej^ularity of the 
surface. A steel bicycle bearin^^ 
ball or a new jflass marble is 
8m<M)th but not brilliant. 

Br<ILLl.\NCY: .\ pearl must be 
brilliant to have any value, what- 



and pear shaped pearls have about 
equal »aluc, weigh^ for weight. 
Any shape departing from these 
is seldom worth as much. Some 
fsbapes are worth almost nothing at 
all. even when perfect otherwise. 
A lew pearls when of the shape in- 
dicated in illustration No. 4 have 
a small value or about one-fiftieth 
of what a perfect hemispherical 
pearl of the same slate and weight 
would be worth. 

PERFECTION:— By this is 
meant freedom from any cracks, 
dark or dull spots, rinffs or ridges. 
If a pe.irl u1 this size and hemis- 
phericil, or like No. 2 should 
have a lace ,> hich is perfect in ev 
ery respect would be worth $50, ii 
would be worth only about $15 i: 
it had a liny dull spot about this 
size and at point indicated; remem 
ber not a dark spot but simply £ 
dull cloudy spot. In ordinary

things one is apt to reason this 
way: If a pearl be worth 50 and 
it had a spot about this size which 
is one fiftieth of the total size,' then 
one fiftieth of the value would be 
taken off and the pearl would be 
worth But pearls are not ordi- 
nary things and this way of reason- 
ingdoes not suffice in the least. The 
cause (if this great reduction of val- 
ue w hen it has a. tiny imperfection 
is this: Wealthy people who have 
plenty of money to spare ami wish 
to buy pea*s buy them because 
they're beautiful. Those whohavc a 
tiny imperlectibns are mU beautiful 
and they donot want thfrm. They 
are willing to take a smaller one 
which is perfect. So the imperfect 
on. > remain on the jeweler's hands 
year after year until he almost 
•rues them away at a very small 
pri'ce. So jewelers do not wish im- 
perfect pearls atthe smallest prices.

Si;iK;- lf pearls are exactly alike 
in every other way they rapidly in- 
crease in value as they increase in 
size, and on the other hand, rapidly 
decrease in value as they decrease 
in size. Weight is much the same 
thing as size. Roujpd and pear- 
shaped pearls obey this rule more 
readily than other shaped p<*rls. 
Rough pearls do not follow this rule. 
Very sin.ill row^h i>earls have no 
value. Medium -i/.e tow^h pearls 
iiiciease in value in about the pro- 
portion uf double \alu.' for double 
ari^rht. Very lar;;e rou-li pearls 
do not double m v iiue as tliey dou- 
ble in size. The reason f')r this is 
a different use for different sizes. 

COLOR:~Dark. metallic green 
pearls, found in only one small river 
in America, are the most valuable 
[jearls in the 'world. They are 
worth more than»similar ones found 
in the northern part of the Island 
of Veddo, in Japan. I'sually speak- 
ing, coloreil pearls, unless near 
about three-eiyhts of an inch iu 
size, are not so valuable as white 
ones. The reason for this is that 
small colored pearls are nut used 
to set around other stones in jewel- 
ry as small white pearls are used, 
and hence they have no value. 
Large colored pearls are not so 
much desir-d as white one. . Ou'\ 
cle ir, cleBii-l.x^kiij,; c )l .rs .1-. 
-iired. Vellov\ is a very poor coloi. 
Light pink is a goood color. Dark 
pink is not. Browns are of little 
value. I»eep reds are about the 
saiii. v.iliu a^ white. Perfectly 
black pciiK, it bright, are worth 
a litlle more than white. If not 
biit^bt they huve no value. It is a 



and^ea'Jwct white pearls, so that 
the.,saltt for colored ones are not so 
fre^uaot as for white ones. There- 
for* they are not so desirable to the 
jeweler. In some localities only 
white pearl* can be sold. 

Now remember distinctiy that 
while these rules (when fully un- 
derstood) apply quite clearly 
to pearls the day I write this, 
they Will vary greatly from month 
to month and year to year as the 
fashions and the market change, 
While they may remain, asawhole, 
during this year, they are not to be 
absolutely depended upon. Re- 
member also that no two men des- 
cribe anything any where alike, and 
under no circumstances can a 
pearl's value be given or a bid 
made upon it until the pearl isseen, 
In your first hour or two of work 
you may find a pearl which seems 
to you perfect, but when your at- 
tention is called to it you will see 
its many imperfections. Perhaps 
in a few days you may find a very 
fine one, which will lead you, your- 
self, to see the many imperfections 
in the first one you find.
